Seven members of the Sierra Madre Search and Rescue 
Team with their famed Sturdy Tracking Bloodhounds, Tuffy 
and Hezikiah, wore flown to Bishop late Sunday night to 
aid the Inyo County Sheriffs ' 
in a search for a 32-year-old 
hunter, who was killed in a 
tragic mountain accident in 
the rugged Sierras west of 
Bishop. Four volunteer 
members of the Riverside 
Mountain Rescue Unit ac¬ 
companied the Sierra Madre 
group. 

William J. Gosney of 265 
May St., Bishop, married and 
the father of two young sons, 
had been missing since he 
left his home early Satur¬ 
day morning. He had told 
his wife, Patricia, that he 
intended to hunt in the But¬ 
termilk area close to Bishop 
and would be home by noon. 

Although he was well liked 
in the Bishop area, Gosney 
had suffered from polio, 
which had affected his loft 
leg, and rather than be a 
“burden to hunting com¬ 
panions” often went out 
alone. 

When he failed to return 
at dark, Inyo County Sheriff 
Merrill Curtis launched an 
intensive search. Members 
of the Bishop Squadron of 
the Civil Air Patrol made 
many flights over the But¬ 
termilk country as the mem¬ 
bers of the Inyo County 
Sheriff’s Posse searched the 
area throughout Sunday. 

Gosney evidently had 
changed his mind and de¬ 
cided to hunt in the higher 
elevations. His car was spot¬ 
ted at the 9,000-foot level by 
a small campground above 
North Lake in the upper 
Bishop Creek area. 

Fearing for the lost man’s 
safety and expecting the 
worst. Undersheriff Mike El- 
erick, a veteran of many 
tough mountain searches, 
called upon the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Team requesting aid of 
the men and bloodhounds. 

Elerick had stayed with the 
Sierra Madreans all through 
the difficult high Glacier 
rescue of last July. Many 
of the Sierra Madre Team 
were off on hunting trips, so 
the members called upon 
other mountain rescue 
teams for support. Four 
members of the Riverside 
Team responded. 

The men were flown to 
Bishop by the 303rd Air 
Rescue Service from March 
Air Force Base, arriving at 
3:30 a.m. They were trans¬ 
ported to the spot above 
North Lake in three Inyo 
County Sheriff’s cars. The 
ground was damp and frosty 
—ideal for the keen-scented

However, CER shares wholeheartedly in the suggestion 
that the State Superintendent be invited to Monrovia by 
the Superintendent of the Monorvia Unified School Dis¬ 
trict, entertained by the Superintendent, his principals, 
teachers, and school board and presented at a public meet¬ 
ing. 

Suffice to say, the beautiful Kellogg estate was a 
perfect setting for CER’s most successful initial event. 

Such unfounded innuendoes as appeared in the above 
mentioned editorial of September 26 only confirms one of 
the purposes of Citizens for Educational Responsibility — 
namely to help the community to recognize irresponsible 
statements such as, “We wonder if the whole purpose of 
the meeting (Dr. Rafferty reception) were to give Mr. 
Witty a public opportunity to ask his ‘question’ of Dr. 
Rafferty at the close of the session . . . Maybe it was 
to launch Rafferty on the next phase of his political 
career.” 

This type of inaccurate, emotional editorializing must 
be rendered harmless by encouraging “citizen respon¬ 
sibility.” This — Citizens for Educational Responsibility 
intends to accomplish.

Forward Step 


To the many Californians who remember school as a 
matter of the three R’s, and life adjustment as something 
learned outside of the classroom, modern education has 
left a great deal to be desired. They can now take heart. 
As the state’s schools reopen, a step is being taken back 
toward time-tested fundamentals. A comparatively small 
step, but an encouraging one. 

As the result of a decision by the board of education, 
separate textbooks have been adopted for courses in 
geography and history. For decades those subjects have 
been combined under the general title of social studies.
